States cannot “high handedly ” ignore 
th e rights of individuals and concerns 
who have financed purchases of auto 
mobiles, which, without their knowl­ 
edge or consent, may have been used 
for the illegal transportation of liquor 
or other contraband, is the burden of 
.» ii opinion handed 
down in 
United 
S ta tes circuit court of appeals at Cin­ 
cinnati by Presiding Judge Arthur C. 
Denison. 
Circuit Judge Denison stated that 
the case presented three substantial 
questions; “The first, w hether 
such 
transportation as here occurred, if it 
had been before the passage of the na­ 
tion .prohibition act, would have been 
th a t ‘removal’ which Revised Statutes 
Section 3,450 denounces; the second, 
as to the status in which such trans­ 
portation has now been put bv the pas­ 
sage of the national prohibition act 
and the 
Willis-Campbell ac t 
(some­ 
times called the 
beer act), 
and the 
third, as to the effect of the govern­ 
m ent’s action in seizing under Section 
‘¿6 of the national prohibition act and 
prosecuting and convieting under that 
section the persons transporting.” 
“ As to the first and second ques- 
lions our 
initial 
attention 
will be 
challenged by testing the affirmative 
theory on an extrem e case, bui one 
short of which it seemingly can ¡not 
stop. 
If the automohie driver is car­ 
ry ing in his pocket for the purpose of 
sale one unstam ped half-ounce pack­ 
age of morphine, on which the unpaid 
stam p tax is one cent, is th r automo­ 
bile to be totally condemned?” 
The court 
in answering 
the first 
question, hold the contention 
of the 
Commercial 
Credit company 
that a 
proper construction of Section 345b 
contemplated only a removal from a 
place of m anufacture or of storage of 
whisky , that is, from a distillery or 
bonded warehouse, leaving the tax un­ 
paid, to be the correct interpretation 
of the word “removal,” as used in said 
section. 


W ith respect to the second ques­ 
tion, the court said: 
“The 
‘re-enactment’ made 
by the 
Willis Campbell act, is not of all laws 
that may have been impliedly repeal­ 
ed by the national prohibition act, but 
only of ‘all laws <n regard to the m anu 
facture and taxation of and traffic in 
intoxicating liquors’ and ‘penalties ftr 
violation of such laws.’ 
Only by the 
broadest 
construction 
can 
Section 
2340 be brought within this classifica­ 
tion. 
And after holding that an answ er to 
the*third question was unnecessary in 
view of its opinion tinon the first and 
second questions, 
the court 
directed 
th a t the order of condemnation obtain- 
el by the government from District 
Judge John 
M. Killets, 
refusing to 
recognize the lien of the Commercial 
Credit company for the balance due on 
its chattel 
mortgage 
should be re­ 
versed. 
This decision means that the Com­ 


mercial Credit company 
will now be 
able to secure an order in the d'sfnet 
court directing that it be paid the bal­ 
ance due on its chattel mortgage out 


of the proceeds of the sale of the au­

n p l l E scientific study of babies has 
exceeded in efficiency the thorough­ 
ness of the Chicago stock yards. 
In 
that center of business energy it is 
an old story that ev ery {¡art of the pig 
excep t the squeal is used. 
In a recent 
issue of the American Journal of Dis­ 
eases of Children, three doctors de­ 
v ote 28 p ages to the effect of cry­ 
ing on new-born babies. 
T hey don’t 
say anything about the e f f e c t, of the 
babies crying on other m em bers of the 
household. 
Put into plain language, the ques­ 
tions which the inv estigators were try­ 
ing to a nsw e r w ere: how much en­ 
ergy does the baby sp end in crying and 
how much food is needed to furnish 
this energy. 
They found th a t crying uses up a 
baby’s energy, just as p hysical work 
uses up the energy of an adult, and 
that this lost energy must he restored 
by food. 
In other words, crying is 
work for a baby, and sometimes hard 
work. 
Few of us grownup s realize how 
hard a baby works when it cries. 
The 
authors estim ated that if a baby cried 
continuously 
for 
24 
hours 
(which, 
thank God, it nev er does), and if it 
was 20 p er cent efficient in using its 
energy, which would be be tte r than the 
best locomotiv e, it would do an amount 
of work equal to lifting its own weight 
to the top of the Washington monu­ 
ment. 
And all this on only three ta ­ 
blesp oonfuls of milk! 
As a fuel sav er, 
the baby lias the best p ower p lant ev er 
built backed off the boards. 
How much energy the fath er ex­ 
p ends in walking the floor with the 
baby while it is crying, the article does 
not state. . 
But the im p ortant fact is th a t crying 
is not a harm less a m usem ent on the 
p art of the baby. 
It is work. 
It uses 
up strength 
and energy, 
which the 
baby needs for growing. 
It fires the 
baby and m a k e s him feel udserabia, 
and then he cries some more. 
Yet It is the only way he has of 
making the 
stup id, gr^wn-up 
world 
know that he is uncomfortable. 
Crying is his danger signal and his 
safety v alv e. 
If he is well and hap p y 
and comfortable, he won’t cry. 
Then 
ev erybody else is hap p y. 
H e only cries 
when there is something wrong, and 
the sooner this is corrected the less en­ 
ergy he’ll 
waste

'T U iE scientific study of babies has 
exceeded in efficiency the thorough­ 
ness of the Chicago stock yards. 
In 
that center of business energy it is 
an old story that every part of the pig 
except the squeal is used. 
In a recent 
issue of the American J ournal of Dis­ 
eases of Children, three doctors de­ 
vote 28 pages to the effect of cry­ 
ing on new-born babies. 
They don’t 
say anything about the effect,of the 
babies crying on other members of the 
household. 
Put into plain language, the ques­ 
tions which the investigators were try­ 
ing to answer were: how much en­ 
ergy does the baby spend in crying and 
how much food is needed to furnish 
this energy. 
They found that crying uses up a 
baby’s energy, just as physical work 
uses up the energy of tin adult, and 
that this lost energy must he restored 
by food. 
In other words, crying Is 
work for a baby, and sometimes hard 
work. 
Few of us grownups realize how 
hard a baby works when It cries. 
The 
authors estimated that if a baby cried 
continuously 
for 
24 
hours 
(which, 
thank God, it never does), and if it 
w a s 20 per cent efficient in using its 
energy, which would be better than the 
best locomotive, it would do an amount 
of work equal to lifting its own weight 
to the top of the Washington monu­ 
ment. 
And all this on only three ta- 
hlespoonfuls of milk ! 
As a fuel saver, 
the baby has the best power plant ever 
built backed off the boards. 
How much energy the father ex­ 
pends in walking the floor with the 
baby while it is crying, the article does 
not state. 
But the Important fact is that crying 
Is not a harmless amusement on the 
part of the baby. 
It Is work. 
It uses 
up strength and energy, which the 
baby needs for growing. 
It fires the 
baby and makes him feel » miserable 
and then he cries some more. 
Yet It is the only way he has of 
making the stupid. grlWn-up world 
know that he Is uncomfortable. 
Crying is his danger signal and his 
safety valve. 
If he is well and happy 
and comfortable, he won’t cry. 
Then 
everybody else is happy, 
lie only cries 
when there is something wrong, and 
the sooner this is corrected the less en­ 
ergy he’ll waste
